vanc'd fronv one Hi!l to another, to difcover the 
Van-Guard of the King’s Troops, detaching fome of 
his Officers every other Moment to get. Incelligence 
of their Approach. As foon ashe had fight of the 
Van of-our Army, he gallop’d up to and feeing 
the Marfhal de Villars, embrac’d him very paifiona- 
tely, and, in Expreifions full ef Acknowledgment, 


told him, that Himfelf, his Country , and his Fa- 


thily, ow'd their Prefervation to him ; and that fo 
great and important a Piece of Service could not be 
‘{ufficiently valued. The Marthal de Villars anfwer'd 
him, thar-the King’s Orders were pofitive rather to 
rifque the Lofs of the whole Army, than not to ufe 
the utmoft Efforts to fuccour His Electoral High- 
onefs: that nothing could be too difficult for ,one 
who had the Happinefs to lead Troops ready to 
facrifice themfelves in executing the Defigns and.ad- 
yancing the Glory. .of their Mafter : that befides, 
his ,ancient and moft refpectful Affection for His - 
Blectoral Highnefs,.made him the more ardent in 
the Execution of fueh a Defign. The Elector reply’d, | 
That, what had given him the moft Difturbance, 
was a Letter written by rhe Prince of Baden to Car- 
dinal Lamberg, the Emperors.chief Commiilioner ar 


Ratisbon ; in which he -aequainted the Cardinal, © 


that rhe French, after having atrack’d his Retrench- 
ments at Stolhoffen, with extraordinary Vigour, 
were repulsd ; and that He might affute himfelf 
they would find it impoffible to penetrate to Bavaria 
any other way : That this Letter made fuch an Im- 

preffion 
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pteffion upon Him, that he defpair’d of being able 
to fuftain the Efforts of the Emperor to reduce him FA 
but thac the Arrival of the King’s Army had remo\ d 
that Impreifion. At every Difcharge of the Artillery 
and {mail Arms with which his Army was order’d to 
faluce the Marfhal de Villars, He made the Soldiers 
cry Vive le Roy, threw up his Hat, and fhow’d ail 
imaginable Signs of Joy. 

On the 
to pay the Concributions demanded of him, the 
Marshal de Villars is order’d to deciare to him, that 
his Country fhall be treated in fuch manner as that 
Refufal deferves. The Count de Marfin has taken 
his leave of the Couft, in order to go to Strasburg, 
there to wait the Arrival of the Duke of Burgundy.
